They delight in color, adore tones and tints 
and have (the crudest of them) a knowledge 
of good form and general effect, 
so that we hope these simple dec- 
orative notes will in time make an 
item for their scrap books, which 
will serve as a reminder in many 
cases when a household furnishing 
seems to be a difficult matter, and 
hard to solve. 

This autumn there is a new 
serving-table, on which three or 
four courses can be placed ready to 
be served, at a dinner or luncheon. 
This novelty is made of highly 
polished mahogany in three broad, 
round tiers. By the aid of a sim- 
ple mechanism they unfold, and 
when open, act as shelves. The 
leg of the table is in good straight 
lines.

It is painted 
in sage green and is cushioned with a highly 
glazed muslin called the " Liberty glazed 
print." This material has a white back- 
ground on which is a gorgeous pattern of 
highly-colored flower effects, is remarkably 
showy as a covering, is well buttoned and 
is quite durable. For cosey corners, window- 
seats, chair or sofa cushions it is very pretty 
— very charming. 



FOR wall dressing friezes are no longer 
in vogue; even the wood panel acts 
now as a dado. Wall papers this sea- 
son are splendid in effect, and have become

THE Japanese porch curtain 
serves well to close up a door 
which destroys the harmony 
of a room. It acts as a decoration, 
and besides gives to the apartment 
a picturesque effect. A good dra- 
pery of any kind can also be used, 
provided it is simple in design. 
Small gilt rods with ends are better than 
heavy walnut poles on which to hang a cur- 
tain, especially where a closet or door is 
concerned. 




THE absolutely new draperies this season 
— those hangings which are really the 
extreme novelty — are the ' ' fish net 

curtains," which come for $5.00 a pair. 

They are in tones of deep red, a medium 
blue, Oriental colors and quiet 
greys. They can be fastened to 
any pole and then looped in any 
and every way. They are very 
wide and serve as a wall decora- 
tion near a window or a door. Al- 
though rather good in tints, yet 
they are a new-fangled notion that 
one would quickly tire of. They 
are made purely of cotton, and no 
doubt would lose their hue after a 
little service. As an artistic dra- 
pery they will never be a success. 



5CREENS this season are made 
to match walls and hangings. 
They are of good height with- 
out any ornamentation, the ma- 
terial being alone sufficient for 
beauty. They are used exclusively 
for doors, washstands which need 
hiding, or to exclude air from a 
bed near a window. Some are fin- 
ished with a decorative brass nail, 
some with a narrow band of leath- 
er, some with a narrow gimp. 
They have pockets on the inner 
side and are good receptacles for 
embroider}^, papers and the like. 



FILLING will be as much used 
for apartments as ever. 
Green for best rooms still 
holds its own as a leading color.. 
It furnishes well, gives a tone to a 
room, and is durable for wear.. 
Over this filling rugs will be more 
popular than ever. With this- 
scheme furniture in simple hues- 
is taking precedence. A new chair 
called the "Fisherman" is made- 
of simple pine, painted in color 
devices. But mahogany is now 
considered the best of all woods- 
for dainty and artistic furniture. 



IN AN apartment where the ceiling is low, 
also the windows, there are two ways of 
hanging a drapery. If a heavy curtain 
is desired, fasten securely a pole just under- 
neath the picture rail, and on this hang the 
curtain. But a dainty and effective scheme 
can be given by placing at the top of the
